This year’s budget of $6,073*301. is built around a set of key object 
ives, priorities, and assumptions. Overall, the aim of the budget is to 
provide the children of Washington Twp. with programs that meet their need 
while at the same time recognizing the realities of rising cost and increa 
ing burdens on taxpayers. The following are some significant points we 
would appreciate your considering in your review of our budget proposal. 

1. The enrollment during the 1981-82 school year will be 2,350 
students. 

2. The budget will not exceed our "cap” limit. 

3. We will maintain all exisiting programs. 

4. Additional resources will be provided for Special Education 
and Gifted and Talented. 

5. Resources will be provided to achieve our T&E goals and 
objectives of our Annual Plan. 

6.. All educational programs will be brought to full staffing with 
the hiring of: 

a) 2 Reading Teachers - Middle School 

b) Industrial Arts Teacher - Middle School 

c) Physical Education Teacher - K-5 Grades 

d) Vocal Music/Art (one position) K-5 

e) Gifted and Talented Program Teacher 

f) Special Education Teacher 

g) Supplemental Instructor - Kossmann School 

h) Compensatory Education Teacher - Middle School 

i) Instrumental Music Teacher 

j) Financial Assistant for the implementation of the new 
fiscal program. 

7. Review expansion and new facility needs. 

8. We will provide and maintain the high level of interscholastic 
and intramural sports. 

9. We will implement a computerized fiscal control program. 

10. We will provide for the inflationary costs in the areas of fixed 
charges and overhead. 

The overall impact of the budget is a tax rate of .93, which 
includes the application of $150,000 of free balance (leaving us with 
only $42,032.) We urge you to vote on April 7, 1981, and to attend our 
budget hearing on March 17th at 8:00 p.m. in the Middle School Library.
